This easy-to-use 
software product from Data Fellows will protect your computer from virus infections 
and give you peace of mind ensuring that your valuable data is safe. 


F-PROT Professional will help you eliminate the risk of virus infection. In case a pre- 
existing virus is discovered, F-PROT Professional, being an efficient anti-virus tool, 
will remove it and prevent data loss. 


Computer viruses are one of the most potentially harmful threats to the security of 
information on workstations and personal computers. The number of viruses has 
increased from only a handful several years ago to thousands today. While some 
viruses are only harmless pranks, others have been programmed to destroy data 
and thus do pose a real threat. 


F-PROT Professional for Windows 3.1, F-PROT Professional for Windows 95, and 
F-PROT Professional for Windows NT are anti-virus programs designed for use in 
graphic environments. These programs can be used on either a separate, single- 
user computer, or on a network. 


Even if you are an experienced user of F-PROT Professional for DOS, we 
recommend reading this guide thoroughly. In some aspects, the graphic versions of 
F-PROT Professional are quite different from the DOS version. 


Protection From Viruses 


Anti-virus programs for Windows have significant advantages over anti-virus 
programs operating under DOS. Indeed, the Windows architecture allows to 
schedule automatic scans and run the anti-virus program in the background. Under 
Windows, the memory-resident anti-virus programs can perform more secure and 
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complex checks for viruses, taking advantage of the relatively huge amount of 
available memory. In addition, the mouse-driven user interface makes it easier to 
define, manage and execute scans. 


However, under Windows, security may be compromised to some degree, due to 
the relatively large number of programs, which should be run in order to start 
Windows. Since any of these programs may be infected, a virus may get loose 
before the Windows-based anti-virus software is launched. To guard against this 
danger, a background scanning program, such as F-PROT Gatekeeper, should be 
active at all times. 


Under normal conditions, F-PROT Professional for Windows works well on its own. 
However, if you suspect that there might be a virus infection on the hard disk, we 
recommend re-starting the computer from a clean startup disk and running F-PROT 
Professional for DOS. 


About This Guide 


This guide describes F-PROT Professional for Windows 3.1, F-PROT Professional for 
Windows 95, and F-PROT Professional for Windows NT. In most cases, the guide 
discusses F-PROT Professional for Windows in general, and mentions a specific 
operating systems only where it works differently, than the others. For information 
about F-PROT Professional for OS/2, refer to the “F-PROT Professional for OS/2” 
manual. 


This guide is divided into the 14 Chapters summarized below. The first seven 
Chapters present a good overall view of F-PROT Professional; while the last six 
Chapters are intended for administrators and advanced users. The Appendix 
contains information about F-PROT Professional for DOS.

operation of F-PROT Professional. 


¢ WHAT TO DO IF A VIRUS IS FOUND lists the signs of possible infection 
and provides instructions on disinfecting the virus under different 
operating environments. 


¢ QUICK START provides a crash course on how to get the program installed 
and working. 


e MAIN FEATURES gives a guided tour around F-PROT Professional and 
describes its available features. This Chapter gives a good overall 
knowledge of the program, which will allow you to take full advantage of 
its capabilities. 
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USING F-PROT PROFESSIONAL provides the detailed instructions on using 
the program. We recommend that you read the “Main Features” Chapter 
before starting to use F-PROT Professional. 


BACKGROUND INFORMATION ON VIRUSES describes some of the most 
common virus types and their working mechanisms. 


INTRODUCTION FOR ADMINISTRATOR contains overview of the program 
for the network administrator in Windows network environment. 


SETTING UP F-PROT PROFESSIONAL discusses the possible ways of 
setting up F-PROT Professional in an organizational environment. 


ADMINISTERING F-PROT PROFESSIONAL describes the administrative 
tasks and the tools available. This Chapter details what can or cannot be 
done with F-PROT Professional .
